JAPANESE IN TROUBLE. 


They Meet With a Sad Fate at the Hands 


Officer Stephenson. 
Three young Japanese were arrested 
at 11 o’clock last night by Officer Steph- 


enson on a charge of obstructing. the 


sidewalk. They are T. Yamashbiia. who 
keeps a store at No. 855 South Broad- 
way, K. Shimada, who has alsoa store 
at No. 404 South Spring street, and U. 
Idei, an agricultural student, of No. 621 
South Olive street. These three men 


are Protestants, and with a few others 


aim to exclude from this city lewd wo- 
men of their own nationality. On Ala- 
mieda street are two such females,

Japs, armed with Bibles, placed 


themselves before the door of their 
countrywomen and exhorted them to

Bible, from which he read a chapter, 
but the women would have none of it 
and closed their blinds. While the men 
were still praying Policeman Stephen- 
son came along and placed them under 
arrest for obstructing the sidewalk, 
although they claim that they were 
standing in the street. A little later 
the same officer arrested B. Baan Tou- 
chiga, who keeps a restaurant at No. 
804 First street, another one of the 
men who have signed the pledge to ex- 
clude immoral Japanese women. from 
this city. This man was charged with 
disturbing the peace, and $20 bail was 
required from him. He said that he 
had done nothing to warrant his arrest. 
All four gave bail for their appearance, 
the three first getting off with 72 
apiece.

Fungus on Fruit Trees. 

Prune trees, which, in Southern Call- 
fornia, have thus far been singularly 
free from parasites and all forms of dis- 
eases, are beginning to be afflicted by a 
fungus growth in some localities. This 
vegetable parasite generally fastens 
upon the under side of the leaves and 
causes the tree to drop its foilage be- 
fore the wood is fully matured. The 
effect is disastrous upon the tree, stunt- 
ing its growth and eventually destroy- 
ing its productive capacity, and per- 
haps killing the tree itself. 

In advance ofits publication by the 
department. we are in receipt of a pa- 
per by Newton B. Pierce, special agent 
of the Agricultural Department, en- 


titled “Notes on Fungus Diseases and 


Their Treatment,“ which discusses this 

fungus and prescribes a method of de- 

stroying it. 

The writer holds that the treatment of 

prune rust should be with sprays ap- 

plied as preventives. The salts of cop- 

per may be used in various forms, but 
perbaps the more convenient form for 

Californians is the modified form for 

making the eau celeste, in use among the 

French horticulturists. 

_The recipe for this is to dissolve four 

pounds of sulphate of copper ina tub 
containing twelve gallons of water. 

Add three pints of strong ammonia 

(26°;) dilute to tifty gallons and add five 

pounds of sal soda. Stir thoroughly, 

and after the soda is dissclved the solu- 


tion may be applied at once ina spray. 


As the rust affects only the leaves of 
the prune tree, it is of no avail to treat 
the trees in the spring before the foli- 
age appears. The trees should be 
treated as soon as possible after the 
period of full bloom. In this way no 
injury will be done to the fruit, and the 
leaves will be found mostly well devel- 
oped. The under surface of the leaves 
is that to be especially treated. Three 
to five applications of the fungicide 
should be made, with intervening peri- 
ods of two to three weeks. 

Asimilar fungus attacks the peach 
tree and it may be treated in the same 


_ wey: 


A fungus which attacks apricot and 
prune trees is known as the Australian 
„shot hole’’ fungus (Phyllosticita cir- 
cumcissa.) This is treated in the same 
way. 
Another shot hole’’ fungus practices 
onthe almondtree, and the Govern- 
ment experts age experimenting upon it 
with the same wash. N 

The entomologists are also concern- 
ing themselves about a tendency of figs 
to sour upon the trees, the fruit crack- 
ing open and accumulating fungus, For 
this they can prescribe no better treat- 
ment than scant irrigation at the latter 


ture in the tree and fruit is thought to 
have something to do with the trouble. 

Horticulturists in Southern California 
have learned the advantage of under- 
standing all the enemies which attack 
their trees, whether vegetable or ani- 
mal, and they appreciate the service of 
Government experts who are employed 
to study these parasites and prescribe 
methods of treating them.

The defend- 
ant's counsel then addressed the Court 
on bebalf of his client, arguing that he 
was simple-minded, and had evidently 
not been acting under the influence ot 
the Bing Tong Society at the time of 

te murder, as it had not come forward 
to defend him. | 


After a few remarks to the defendant 


Judge Shaw sentenced him to imprison- 
ment at-San Quentin for one year, stat- 
ing that he had been somewhat in doubt 
as to whether or not a new trial should 
be granted, but that he considered that 
it would be much te dc for all con- 
cerned to inflict a light sentence. 

The defendant arose smilingly, and, 
saying that although he did not sup- 
pose it was necessary, he desired to 
thank the Court, left in high spirits. he 
having on a previous occasion been 
sentenced to the penitentiary for ten

THE SUPERVISORS. 


An Amusing Petition Filed With the 
the Board. | 
He Was Throwa from Hite Baggy on a 
County Road and Wants Dam- 
ages—Regular Business 
Transacted. 


An amusing petition was filed with 
the Board of Supervisors yesterday by 
M. W. Sinnott, an old resident of this 
county, in which he seeks to recover 
damages from the county for injuries 
received some four or five weeks ago by 
being thrown from his buggy. It is as 
follows: 


Your petitioner, the nndersigned, now 
here respectfully states and shows that on 
or about the 14th day of April, last month, 
as your petitioner was driving his team of 
spirited horses along the county public 
road in Cahuenga road district, at a point 
between the Colegrove postoffice and Mrs. 
Maloy’s place, by reason of the narrowness 
and negligent roughness of the road grad. 
ing, and abruptness of the side ditching, 
and badly repair of a badly constracted 
piece of road, rr petitioner, in passin 
another team, had his buggy overturne 
and wrecked, his horses injured, and him- 
self thrown out upon his head and shoul: 
ders into the roadside ditch and stunned to 
unconsciousness for many hours, and 80 
badly bruised and hurt that he is afraid of 
being crippled all the rest of his life. 

Your petitioner knows the fact thatsome, 
if not all, of the members of this board are 
lawyers by education, if not by profession, 
and that there is little need of arguing the 
legal proposition that the county is responsi- 
ble in damages for such negligence in regard 
to the sate condition of a county public 
highway. 

We taxpayers contribute annually to the 
supply of the county road fund to defra 
the expenses of proper construction an 
needful repair of our public roads to in- 
sure at least the safety of common travel. 
There is, then. no acceptable excase for the 
oficial negligence which endangers our 
lives or limbs as we travel to and fro at our 
convenience along our public roads. 3 
The suggestion is plain, that whatever is 
recoverable dy suit may be awarded 
pe administrative board without litiga- 


n. 

Your petitioner therefore respectfully 
ts such damages as 
would be given by ajury upon the facts of 
the case.

The only drawback is that 
their stay here is limited to a few hours. 
But the best will be made of it, and the vis- 
itors will doubtless see enough to form 
some idea of what an exceptionally fine 
town Pasadenians live in.

“GLORIOUS" CLIMATE. 
‘What has Pasadena back of it to make it 
grow!“ was the question which one citizen 
was heard to ask another yesterday. 
The question is a pertinent one. It has 
been asked many times, and it is more dif- 
ficult to give a satisfactory answer than 
might be supposed. The essential elements 
which enter largely in the growth and 
prosperity of most enterprising communi- 
ties, such as manufacturing or mining in- 
dustries, unlimited agricultyral resources, 
or a specially advantageous location as a 
railroad or shipping center or terminus, 
are here lacking to a great extent, and 
some people, who are given to thinking, 
review the past and wonder how Pasadena 
has ever reached her present status in 
hardly more than a short decade. 
Pasadena occupies a unique position as a 
city and not many of the rules that govern 
the growth of other places apply here. The 
climate is largely responsible for this, and 
when the Northerners and the Easterners 
and the denizens of other less favored 
sections cry out, ‘Yes, but ou 
can't live on climate,“ they are farther 
from the truth than they imagine. It is 
just this matter of climate backed up by 
the natural surroundings that has attracted 
to Pasadena the men of brains and capital, 
whose splendid homes, intellectual attain- 


the town the representative residence com- 
munity it is. hen the the town was in 
the experimental stage of its history, when 
there were few buildings, hardly any or- 


ornamentation, floral or otherwisé, the 
future was not rosy, and the people who 
came here to live were attracted mostly by 
the climate, for there was little else to at- 
tract. 
The climate, therefore, is largely r 
sible for the homes of the first settiers, and 
the Raymond Hotel, for that matter, for as 
Walter Raymond stated tothe writer on 
his recent visit here: There was little at 
the time the house was built to pin one's 
faith to, except the climate.“ A good start 
having been made, the rest came easy and 
natural, as it were. Houses multiplied, 
orchards grew, new land was placed under 
cultivation, improvements made in this and 
that direction, and behold inside of afew 
Fears the former barren waste was trans- 
formed into a full-fledged and beautiful 
municipality. 

The experimental stage has passed. No 
reasonable man doubts that Pasadena will 
continue to grow in the future as it has 
grown in the past, and in these days when 
business is established on a firm basis, when 
orchards and vineyards flourish every- 
where, when agricultural pursuits give 
profitable employment to a considerable 
portion of the people, and when manufact- 
uring interests grow and prosper, let it be 
remembered that the climate is really at 
the root of the matter and let Pasadenians 
never be backward in dwelling on the fact 
that itis glorious.“ This fact is further 
emphasized by the surprising number of 
s costly residences that have been built here 
during the past two years by men of large 
means who have chosen this spot of all 
others to live in, and who have come here, 
not to make money, but to spend it and en- 
joy life 4 ‘being comfortable the whole 
year roun 

While jotting down the above an elderly 
gentleman was noticed on the street below, 
and the writer recalled how three winters 
ago this man man had arrived in Pasadena 
in the midst of a pouring rain, He 
was accompanied, by an invalid da.gh- 
ter and her son, then -a le; sick! 
boy. Their first. accommodations were 
wretched, and the old gentleman expe- 
rienced great difficulty in procuring a di. 
minutive stove to make his daughter half- 
way comfortable. These people entered 
Pasadena amid the most trying circum- 
stances. but they stuck it out, and today 
the old gentleman is rewarded not only by 
finding himself renewed in health and vigor, 
but his daughter isa healthy woman and 
his grandson is the very picture of life and 
vigor. This is but a single example of 
what the climate has done for the invalids 
that come this way. No wonder the people 
love this country and never grow weary of 
sounding its praises.

ANAHEIM. 
A. strange state of affairs exists this year, 
according to the- orange-buyers, in regard 
to this fruit. They say it is almost impos- 
sible for them to sell navel oranges in the 
Eastern market. The buyers here are only 
offering 50 cénts per box onthe trees for 
seedlings at the present time, and they as- 
sert that seedlings are worth more to them 
than budded navels. * Formerly navels were 
always quoted at double to treble the price 
of seedlings, but mow ail this seems to be 
changed. San Francisco, the buyers say, 
is the only city that continues to stick to 
the navels asa favorite. But just think of 
50 cents as the top price for fine oranges 
going 175 to 225 to the box. And our 
orchardists are being called upon to pay 50 
cents per tree for fumigating, too. Well. 
it is safe to predict that the craze for or- 
ange-planting will sbortly come to an end. 
Many growersihave made fortunes by rais- 
ing oranges, and selling their orchards at 
fancy prices to Easterners; a great many, 
who have not used the same judgment and 
foresight, have lost money at the business.
